The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
show or fairly suggest a device (200) for measuring a white chromaticity of a color monitor 
(100), having a function of displaying color images using the three primary colors of R, G, and 
B, having the combination as claimed, including a tone value storage means (220), a test pattern 
display means (210), a tone value varying means (240), a comparison result entering means 
(230) and a measurement result output means (250), as recited in the claims.
